Democratic Senator? held their first 
caucus of the session yesterday to con- 
eider committee assignments.

His Name Sent To Senate Along With 
Several Other Kentucky Ap¬ 
pointments.

Washington, Dec. 11,—[Special.]— 
SenVttor Pritchard. Republican, of 
North Carolina, announces that he Is 
against the Crumpocker Bill and gives 
his reasons for his opposition. Among 
other things he says: 

“The remedy which Mr. Crumpacker 
proposes is not adequate to the evils 
which have confronted us in North Car¬ 
olina in the past. The proposition of 
Mr. Crumpacker Is In the nature of an 
admission that the constitutional 
amendments recently adopted In North 
Carolina and other States are not In 
violation of any of the provisions of the 
Constitution of the United States. I 
assume that he would not attempt to 
base representation upon figures that 
might result from the enforcement of an 
unconstitutional clause in a State Con¬ 
stitution. No one would think of going 
Into a court to ask relief unless It could 
be showm that he was about to suffer 
Irreparable Injury, and no harm can 
come to any one from the proposed en¬ 
forcement of an unconstitutional act. 

“The adoption of the Fifteenth 
amendment was tantamount to an 
abandonment of the penalty clause of 
the Fourteenth amendment Mr. 
Blaine, In his Twenty Years/ of Con¬ 
gress.' In discussing this phase of the 
question, says: 

” ’The adoption of the Fifteenth 
amendment seriously modified the effect 
and potency of the second section of the 
Fourteenth amendment. Under that 
section a State could exclude the negro 
frr»m the right of suffrage, ft willing to 
accept the penalty of the proportional 
loss of representation In Congress, 
which the excluftlon of the colored pop¬ 
ulation from the basis of n tfport Cri¬ 
men t would entail. 

“ ’When, therefore, the nation by sub¬ 
sequent change In Its Constitution, de¬ 
clared that the State shall not exclude 
the negro from the right of suffrage. It 
neutralized and surrendered the contin¬ 
gent right before held, to exclude him 
from the basis of apportionment. Con¬ 
gress is thus plainly deprived by the 
Fifteenth amendment of certain powers 
over representation In the South which 
It previously possessed under the pro¬ 
visions of the Fourteenth amendment.* 

“When the Fourteenth amendment 
was adopted the regulation of suffrage 
was left exclusively within the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the States, but the adoption of 
the Fifteenth amendment conferred 
upon the colored man an affirmative 
right, to-wlt. the right to stand upon 
an equal footing with all other citizens 
In the exercise of the elective franchise, 
and it was provided that no one should 
be discriminated against on account of 
race, color or previous condition of 
servitude The abandonment of the 
State Governments In Louisiana and 
other Southern Slates In 187« was in 
the nature of nqtie£ to the President 
of the United State* that the Fifteenth 
amendment was not to lx* enforced, and 
everything that has happened since 
that time has been in harmony with the 
policy outlined by those who were In¬ 
trusted with the administration of gov¬ 
ernmental affairs on that occasion. 

“Any attempt to reduce representa¬ 
tion In so far as North Carolina is con¬ 
cerned. at this time would be detri¬ 
mental to the best Interests of the peo¬ 
ple of that section, and the colored 
man will. In the end. be the chief suf¬ 
ferer. There are at present no racial 
disturbances In North Carolina, and l 
am satisfied that the friendly relations 
which now' exist between the two races 
In that State will grow stronger In the 
future. If nothing is done to re-open 
questions, the agitation of which will 
enable the Democratic leaders of the 
South to keep alive race and sectional 
prejudices.”

New York. Dec. 11.—A. J. Cassatt, 
president of ihe Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, to-day made public his plan 
for securing a New York terminus for 
his company. He made the following 
statement to the Associated Press: 

“The Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
Is now prepared to carry out Its policy, 
long since adopted, of extending its 
railroad Into New York City, therein 
establishing a suitable passenger ter¬ 
minus for the accommodation of the 
public. To accomplish this on a com¬ 
prehensive plun the Long Island Exten¬ 
sion Railroad Company will withdraw 
Its application for powers to construct 
Its terminal railroad, and in lJeu of 
such independent construction it Is now 
proposed to build, under the charter of 
the Pennsylvania-New York Extension 
Railroad Company, Just organized, and 
a New Jersey railroad company, about 
to be organized, a thorough under¬ 
ground connection between Ling Island 
railroad and the Pennsylvania lines in 
New Jersey, and to construct a proper 
and commodious Joint underground ter¬ 
minal station In New York City at Her¬ 
ald Square, for the Pennsylvania and 
Lmg Island roods. 

“After years of exhaustive study the 
conclusion has been reached that a tun¬ 
nel line, operated by electrletiy. is tn 
every way the most practical, econom¬ 
ical and the b^st both for the Inter¬ 
ests of the rrmilroed company and for 
the city. The line as adopted will tra¬ 
verse the city of New York from the 
Hudson river to the East river and b* 
underground throughout and at suen 
depth as not to Interfere with future 
construction of subways by the city on 
aJl Its avenues, similar to the one now 
building along Fourth avenue. 

“As the railroads will be wholly un¬ 
der ground and operated electrically. In 
the same manner as the recently con¬ 
structed Orleans railway extension In 
Paris, it will not be objectionable in 
any way. There will not be any smoke, 
dirt or noise, and as all the surface 
irroperty may be built upon after being 
utilized underneath for railroad pur¬ 
poses the neighborhood of the station 
will be improved Instead of marred, as 
is so often the ease when railroad 1 rus 
are constructed on the surface or ele¬ 
vated. The company has acquired the 
bulk of Hs property for its principal ela¬ 
tion. and means to go fotward In the 
acquisition of such additional properties 
as will be required, either by purchase 
or condemnation. In the belief that the 
city authorities wiil meet their applica¬ 
tion In a spirit of fairness and expedite 
ns much as possible this much-needed 
improvement and great public conveni¬ 
ence. Immediately upon the necessary 
authority being granted, the work of 
construction will proceed and the whole 
line be completed and put In operation 
as soon as possible.” 

COMPANY ORGANIZED.

WHY BACON OPPOSES TREATY. 


CONTROL-IN TIME OF WAR NOT 
MADE ABSOLUTE. 


WILL CAST VOTE AGAINST IT. 


However, the Georgia Senator Says H^ 
Will Not Seek To Obstruct 
Ratification. 


CULLOM SPEAKS IN ADVOCACY. 


Washington, Dec. 11—Two speeches 
on the Hay-Pauncefote treaty wer* 
made In the executive session o€ the 
Senate to-day, one by Senator Bacon 
hi opposition to the treaty, and Uje other 
by Senator Cullom, the prospective 
chairman of the Committee on Fore!gn 
Relations. In support of it. 

Mr Bacon replied to the speech made 
yesterday hy Senator Lodge. He sum¬ 
med up his objections In the statement 
that he could not freely accept any 
treaty which doea not place the Isth¬ 
mian canal entirely under American 
auspices and American control. This 
he said, the pending treaty does not 
do. nor does It do anything like It. It 
did not by long odds acccmplleh what 
had been accomplished by the Senate 
amendments made to the Hay-Pa unce¬ 
fote treaty at the last session of Con¬ 
gress. The Davis Amendment, he said, 
had abrogated all the objectionable pro¬ 
visions of that treaty, as negotiated, 
and it did not matter wh&t provisions 
there were in the agreement so long as 
the United States were authorized, as 
they were by the principal Davis 
amendment, to secure the safety and 
maintenance of the canal by their own 
force. That amendment had given this 
country a free hand to do what was 
necessary for the protection and defense 
of the canal, whereas the present treaty 
carried all the restrictions whlcn were 
originally contained in the old treaty, 
leaving out the modifications of Uie Da¬ 
vis amendment. 

Mr. Bacon also pointed out that the 
u*gty reproduces the rest riot tons of the 

rfid Suez ettrat treaty, which had been 
Incorporated In the original convention. 
He charged that theae restrictions had 
been copied verbatim from the old 
treaty, the only material change being 
In the omission of the words, “In tfine 
of war as in time of peace," from Rule 
I In the Sac* canal agreement. This 
omission did not, in his opinion, change 
the character of the agreement. 

• • • 

Control Not Made Absolute. 


“The only reply.” he said, “which the 
advocates of the treaty make to criti¬ 
cisms Is that the canal would be under 
the full control of the United States In 
time of war. but this is no more true 
now than under the old treaty, and It Is 
a strange thing that all the provisions 
refer to the control of the canal in war. 
notwithstanding It is contended here 
that in that contingency the removal 
of this phase places the canal under our 
absolute control.” 

He said the war restrictions of the 
treaty were entirely Inconsistent with 
the claims of Senator Lodge that this 
counry should say who should use the 
canal and who should not In case of 
hostilities. He contended that the only 
power given to the United States which 
was not given to Great Britain was 
found In the last sentence of regulation 
2, providing that “the United States 
shall be at liberty to maintain such 
military police along the canal as may 
be necessary to protect It against law¬ 
lessness and disorder." This, he said, 
was not sufficient to make the canal an 
American Institution, and If the Davis 
amendment had been necessary to ren¬ 
der the original treaty acceptable It was 
equal])* necessary in this Instance. He 
considered the pending treaty every 
whit as objectionable as the treaty of 
last session. 

• • • 

Another Objectionable Feature. 


He quoted the fourth article of the 
pending treaty as follows: 

H Is agreed that no change of terri¬ 
torial sovereignty or of Internailonal re¬ 
lation* of the country or countries tra¬ 
versed by the before mentioned canal 
shall affect the general principle of neu¬ 
tralisation or the obligation of the h>gh 
contracting parties under the present 
treaty. 

The effect of this provision, he said, 
was inevitably to surrender contn.il of 
the canal belt in case the ownership 
of the soil embraced in it should pa*s 
to the Unite* States. He pointed out 
that this restriction had not been In¬ 
corporated in the first treaty and said 
it was entirely out of place In the re¬ 
vised agreement. Indeed, he thought 
there would be almost as much objec¬ 
tion to guaranteeing neutrality on land 
owned by the United States on the 
Isthmus of Panama ns on land held by 
a canal crossing the peninsula of Flori¬ 
da. 

In conclusion Mr. Bacon announced 
that while he had no Intention of vot¬ 
ing for the treaty he would do nothing 
to obstruct Its ratification. 

■ • • 

Senator Cullom’s Argument. 

Senator CuJIom congratulated the 
Senate u«nd the country on the fact 
that there are two things in connection 
with the new treaty uijon which, he 
said, practically all are agreed. One of 
the** «’«» the desirability of the suj»er- 
cjsslon of the Clayton-Butwer Treaty, 
and the other that of the neceeeity for 
the construction of an isthmian canal. 

He. contended that the new treaty 
radically chungt-s the conditions pre¬

Havana. Dec. 11.—A rumor current here to-night that Washington au- I 
thorities had relieved IJeut. Commander Luelen Young as Captain of the £ 
Port caused representatives of every shipping Interest in the city to send j* 
a cablegram to the Secretary of the Navy protesting against such action. An X 
Indignation meeting was held also, at which a number of merchants formu- J 
Jated a protest against the removal of Lieut Commander Young. The meet¬ 
ing highly commended Lieut. Commander Young's services. He Is popular 
with all classes. 

Lieut. Commander Young expressed himself as personally pleased at be¬ 
ing relieved from his duties in Cuba. 
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made to the old treaty upon the sug¬ 
gestion of Senator Davis, because the 
treaty itself would permit the United 
Stat'\» under International law to own, 
manage and defend the canal In any 
way that it may choose. In other words, 
he added. In a war with Great Britain, 
or with any other power, the treAty 
would be suspended, under the law 
which governs nations, until the war 
Should be concluded, wffien It would be 
revived and agutn enforced. He dwelt 
upon the fact, which, he said, was the 
m* st Important circumstance to be con¬ 
sidered, that the new treaty supersede* 
and abrogate** the Claytcm-Btllwer con¬ 
vention of 1850. and for this reason 
would he of untold value to the country. 
• • • 

Old Treaty Entirely Abrogated. 

He admitted that the new treaty re¬ 
tains the general principle of neutrali¬ 
zation, ns did the original Hay-Tance- 
fote Treaty, but he urged that It does 
not re-enact or keep alive any of the 
provisions of the treaty of 1850. While 
It retains the doctrine of neutralization, 
the provision making that retention ap¬ 
plies. the Senator contended, to all na¬ 
tions alike, hut to none of them for any 
longer time than they observe the fegu- 
latlona prescribed by the United States. 
When they should fail In this observ¬ 
ance we could close the canal under the 
terms of the treaty. All nations would 
be treated on terms of fairness and 
equality by allowing all to use the canal 
In time of peace and shutting out ail 
In time of war in case it should be 
found desirable to do so. 

In riiort, Setiaior Cullom urged that 
there is no provision In the pending con¬ 
vention which would Interfere with our 
right ns a nation to close up the water¬ 
way to any belligerent power. He con¬ 
tended that the provision in regard to 
the policing of the canal applies only 
to Its control in times of peace and not 
in time of war. Then, the United Stat s 
being the owner of the property, under 
the terms of the law. It could control 
It with either the police or a military 
power os it might choore for the pro¬ 
tection of our Government and Us prop¬ 
erty. 

Referring to the fourth article of the 

treaty, which was i.ot remained lb the 
old treaty. Senator Cullom held that 
the provision regarding the change of 
sovereignty would make no reri differ¬ 
ence In the conditions as the same rule 
would apply If the sovereignty of the 
country traversed by the canal should 
come to the United 8taU». Under that 
Improbable condition the canal muld b? 
closed in case of war Just as it could be 
In cast* the sovereignty should remain 
where It now is, as the Senator pre¬ 
dicted it would remain. 

In this connection he quoted from 
President Roosevelt's message, saying 
that the United States Is not seeking to 
extend Its borders, and adding that the 
chances were ten to one that this coun¬ 
try would not seek to secure new' terri* 
top' In thit direction. As a matter cf 
raid, he said, the people do not w«m 
mere territory than vve now have, but 
are content to leave the boundaries as 
they at present exist.

Washington. Dec. 11—At a meet¬ 
ing of the House Ways and Means 
Committee to-day Chairman Payne wa* 
directed to favorably report to the 
House the Philippine tariff bill which 
the Republican members of the com¬ 
mittee agreed upon yesterday. The re¬ 
port will be made Friday and the bill 
will be considered In the House nexg 
Tuesday, with a vote at 4 p. m. Xn 
Wednesday. Instead of on Tuesday, as 
at first planned. 

Some surprise was occasioned at the 
failure of the minority of the commit¬ 
tee to ask for a division and vote on 
the question of reporting the bill. In 
the absence of such request, no vote 
was recorded. It was stated, however, 
that a minority report would he pre¬ 
sented by the Democratic members op¬ 
posing the bill on general grounds, al¬ 
though It Is doubtful whether Repre¬ 
sentative Robertson, of Louisiana, will 
sign the report.

Democrats Undecided. 


Numerous conferences of Democratic 
members were held prior to the meeting 
of the Ways and Means Committee to¬ 
day becpuse of the question which had 
arisen as to united opposition * to the 
Philippine bill drafted by Republican 
members. It developed (hat the four 
l»uislftna members now In the city. 
Representatives Robertson. Meyer. 
Davey and Ransdell, were favorable to 
the bill, and that the two Louisiana 
members out of the city. Messrs. 
Broussard and Bre.izle. probably would 
favor It. The Louisiana members made 
no concealment of the fact that the 
sugar Industry of their State required 
the measure of protection against Phil¬ 
ippine sugar which the majority bill 
gave by applying the Dlngley rates. 
Under these circumstances the minority 
members reached no united decision as 
to opposing the bill, and although there* 
will be a minority report opposing the 
measure on general grounds the Louis¬ 
iana members will hold themselves in¬ 
dividually free to vote for the bill.

Chief Justice Caynter handed down 
(mother Imfrortunt opinion reversing a 
{judgment of the Jefferson Law and 
Equity Court In the ease of William J. 
Jacob against William Clark. The 
tarhole court considered the case, and 
Judge* DuRolle. Burns m and Hobson 
dissent from the majority opinion. The 
notion Is the result of a suit by W. W. 
Will, committee for one Clark, against 
J. Esten Cooke to recover $1,000. He 
secured Judgment and Cooke appealed, 
giving H. T Jacob as surety. The 
Judgment tvas affirmed and Jacob was 
sued on the supersedeas bond executed 
l>v him. In tbit action he sought to 
plead that the money was a gambling 
debt due by Cook** to Clark. The court 
below and hero ruled that he could not 
plead that as a defense and gave Judg¬ 
ment against him. This action was 
then filed by appellant. William Jacobs, 
to recover the money paid by R. T 
Jacob to Clark under the provisions of 
flections 1,956 and 1.958 of the statutes. 
These sections provide that any person 
may sue the winner of a bet to re¬ 
cover the value of the money lost iff suit 
Is brought within five years. The lower 
court decided against Jacob. In re¬ 
versing the Judgment the court here up¬ 
holds the provisions of these sections 
of the statutes.

Caucus Decides To Vigorously Resist 
Several Important Chadges De¬ 
sired By Republicans. 


WELLINGTON OUT IN THE COLD. 


Washington. Dec, 11.—The Democratic 
Senators to-day held their first caucus 
of the present session. Its purpose was 
to consider committee assignments, but 
the occasion was more than ordinarily 
significant because of the general at¬ 
tendance upon the caucus. All the Sen¬ 
ators elected as Democrats, with the 
exception of Senator McLaurin. of 
South Carolina, were present, as were 
all the Senators who were elected as 
Silver Republicans or Populists. All the 
Independents, except Senator Teller, of 
Colorado, had entered the Democratic 
caucus held Just before adjournment 
last March, but Senator Teller then re¬ 
mained away. He was present, however, 
at to-day's conference and participated 
In the proceedings. 

The caucus was called at the Instance 
of Senator Jones, of Arkansas, who 
stated that he had thought it possible 
that the new Senators might want to 
make some change in the officers of the 
caucus. There was, however, a general 
expression of satisfaction with the pres¬ 
ent officials, and Senator Jones was re¬ 
elected unanimously chairman of the 
caucus. The old committee on order of 
business also was reappointed and the 
one vacancy on that committee was 
filled by the selection of Senator Du¬ 
bois. of Idaho, who was the choice of 
all the Western members of the coucua, 

During the proceedings Senator Till¬ 
man suggested that there should be fre¬ 
quent conferences and a continued ef¬ 
fort to agree upon the main features of 
all political controversies. There was 
a quite general response to this sug¬ 
gestion ami the opinion was fairly 
unanimous that the party should pre¬ 
sent a united front, permitting no more 
straggling than was absolutely neces¬ 
sary. 

• • • 

Will Resist Proposed Change. 

Senator Jones presented a statement 
from the Republican Committee on 
Committees, outlining its wishes as to 
the committee assignments, from which 
it appeared that the Republicans were 
anxious to increase the Republican 
membership of several committees and 
to decrease the Democratic member¬ 
ship of a few of the committees. The 
most important change suggested by 
them waa that the Republicans should 
Ik* allowed to add one member to their 
side of the Committee on Commerce, 
while the Democrats should agree to 
surrender one of the places on that 
committee held by them. The commit¬ 
tee. as now constituted, includes ten 
Republican members and seven Demo¬ 
cratic members. It was decided vigor¬ 
ously to resist this Innovation. 

The Republicans also expressed a de¬ 
sire to Increase the membership of the 
Committees on Agriculture and Census 
from nine to eleven each, the two new 
members to be Republicans; to increase 
the Committee on Claims from thirteen 
to fourteen, the Republicans to have 
eight members and the Democrats six. 
ae against seven and six respectively, 
as the committee Is now constituted. An 
increase is also proposed in Ihe Com¬ 
mittee on Foreign Relations. As It at 
presents Hands the committee numbers 
eleven members, four of whom arc 
Democrats. The proposal is to make It 
consist of thirteen members, eight of 
whom shall be Republicans and five 
Democrats. A change was also suggest¬ 
ed In the Committee on Irrigation, 
which is at present composed of six Re¬ 
publicans and five Democrats. The 
change. If adopt♦.-d. would give a mem¬ 
bership of eleven, only four of whom 
\\#<iM be Democrats. The Democrats 
decided to oppose the proposed changes 
In the Committees on Claims and Irri¬ 
gation. 

The Republican Committee suggested 
no changes In the Committees on Ap¬ 
propriation*. Finance and Judiciary, 
but Indicated that they will continue 
Senator Jones, of Nevada, nn the Fi¬ 
nance Committee, thus practically add¬ 
ing one to the Republican representa¬ 
tion and taking one from the opi*>*l- 
tlon representation. The Republicans 
did not Indicate any intention to take 
care of Senator Wellington in the mat¬ 
ter of committees, nor wa* any sug¬ 
gestion made In the caucus that the 
Democrats ehould find places for him. 

AGAINST ANARCHY AND TRUSTS 

Questions Will Be Taken Up By Judi¬ 
ciary Committee To-day. 

Washington. Dec. 11.—Judge Ray. 
chairman of the Judiciary Committee, 
ha* called a meeting of that committee 
for to-morrow. when the Important 
quesalons of restricting anarchy and 
anarchists and of formulating an anti¬ 
trust measure will t»e discussed Infor¬ 
mally. 

In view **f the President's recommen¬ 
dation*. both of these subjects are con¬ 
sidered of the first Importance. Many 
plana of dealing with anarchy are be¬ 
fore the committee, and Mr Ray 1* 
drafting a measure combining their best 
features. As to anti-trust legislation, 
conferences will be held with the Presi¬ 
dent and Speaker Henderson with a 
view of determining along what lines it 

desirable to proceed with this sub¬ 
ject.

Few union men have been seen 
anywhere In the county except at Nor- 
tonvllle. Th<5^ union headquarters here 
have been almost deserted for a week 
until to-day when a number of the 
union officials arrived. Several of them 
left here to-night for Louisville to be 
present In the Federal Court to-mor¬ 
row*. 

Judge Hall has not said what action 
h* will take regarding the situation 
her**.

Managua. Nicaragua, Dec. 11.—The 
following additional details In regard 
to the signing of the canal lease docu¬ 
ments are given- 

The proctocol signed by Minister Mer¬ 
ry and Dr. Fernando Bnnchez, the Nic¬ 
araguan Secretary of Foreign Affairs, 
grants the United State* three miles 
on each *ld“ of the proposal canal, the 
median line being the center of the 
waterway. 

Nicaragua will have full sovereignty 
over the canal route, but the United 
States will have control over It. can 
maintain a permanent police vigilance 
and can land troops if It is necessary. 

In return the United State* Govern¬ 
ment guarantees the sovereignty, int* g- 
rtty and Independence of Nicaragua. 
President Zelaya and Secretary San¬ 
chez are strong advocates of the canal. 
The entire republic is contented over 
the situation. Confidence Is inspired now 
that the Nicaraguan Government Is 
dialing directly with the United States 
Instead of speculative companies. 

President Zelaya has issued a decree 
by which the Government of Nicaragua 
donates about 100,000 square yards of 
land In one or more lots, situated on 
Ometepe island, in Lake Nicaragua, to 
the United States for use os a sanl- » 
tarlum for the benefit of laborers on the 
canal. The United States may appoint 
a surgeon to select the actual locality of 
the donated land.

TO RAISE TAXES 

OF CORPORATIONS. 


St. Louis. Dec. 11.—The city of St. 
Louis and the Board of Education will 
bring a mandamus suit Jointly through 
their attorneys. City Counselor Schur- 
macher and Judge Rombauer. against 
the State Board of Equalization to en¬ 
deavor to compel the board to raise the 
franchise tax of the United Railways 
Company and several other St, Louis 
corporation®. 

Judge Rombauer believes that the 
street railway company should be as¬ 
sessed for Its full value of $50,000,000, 
instead of only $8,500,000. 

President John Schmers, of the 
Board of Education, ho® appointed a 
committee of three to confer with sim¬ 
ilar committees from Kansas City and 
St. Joseph Boards of Education in an 
endeavor to have the school tax raised 
from 40 to 60 cent®. 


Cincinnati, O.. Dec. 11.—There was 
apparently more Interest than ever at 
the second day's session of the conven¬ 
tion of the American Federation of 
Catholic Societies. The usual Interest 
that Is taken In the reports of com¬ 
mittees, the election of officers, etc., 
has been lost at this convention In the 
agitation over the framing of the new 
constitution and by-laws so that the 
Federation will be acceptable to all 
the old societies and also the hier¬ 
archy. 

At the afternoon session telegram® 
were read from most of the States In 
the Union, representing different Cath¬ 
olic societies wishing success to the new 
organization. Most of the Catholic 
papers sent telegrams Indorsing the 
Federation. 

The work of the day wa« the adop¬ 
tion of a new constitution. Judge Fitz¬ 
gerald. of Brooklyn, presented the re¬ 
port early in the morning and the con¬ 
stitution wh® not adopted until to¬ 
night. Among those participating in 
the discussions were Bishops Messmer 
and McFaul, the presidents of State or¬ 
ganization® and officers of different so¬ 
cieties. Among those who spoke in in¬ 
dividual capacities were Messrs. AI- 
fonse Koelble, of New York; Mis® Hart, 
of Columbus; Judge Shine, of Coving¬ 
ton, Ky.; Reus, of Indiana; Andrles, of 
Michigan; Coyle, of Philadelphia; Dr. 
J. W. Fowler, of IxtulsvtUe; Elkers. of 
New Jersey; Davis, of Philadelphia; 
Drudlng. Immekus, Fitzgerald and 
Flynn. 

The federation has bad a provincial 
constitution the past year, and with It 
as a basis the leaders of the federation 
compiled the constitution which was 
adopted to-day, which provides mor® 
fully for a working centralized power 
without Interfering with the autonomy 
of any societies that affiliated with It. 
The basis of representation is two del- 
egates from each 1 • and the 

same ratio carried on up from parish 
to county and from county to State and 
from State to the national organization. 
In State conventions there will be one 
delegate for each one thousand mem¬ 
bers nnd one for each fraction of flv® 
hundred or more. While the local fed¬ 
erations of the larger cities retain their 
autonomy as well as Independent soci¬ 
eties, the new constitution provides a 
plan of organization under county fed¬ 
erations directly ami Indirectly under 
State and national federations. 

Provision is made for ample resource® 
with an initiation fee of $5 for socie¬ 
ties and a per capita tax. No State is 
to have the presidency for more than 
two successive years. 

At the night session resolution® wer€ 
adapted declaring the object of the fed¬ 
eration, condemning the assassination 
of President McKinley, and wishing 
success to President Roosevelt.

very reason why it was put on the free 
list, in 1572. along with coffee. The re¬ 
moval of the duty reduced the revenue, 
which was excessive, without depriving 
anybody of the protection desired. 
That was before the protectionists 
learned the trick of reducing the rev¬ 
enue by putting the tariff so high on 
many articles that nobody could afford 
to pay it. Hie tea men now complain 
that coffee, the great rival of tea. Is on 
the free list, while tea is taxed exces¬ 
sively. Notwithstanding this advantage 
imports of coffee entered for consump¬ 
tion were nearly 50.000.000 j>oum!s less 
In 1900 than In 1599, while Imports of 
tea entered for consumption in the 
same time Increased from 4S.OOO.OOO to 
S0.000.000. This was doubtless due to 
the large stocks on hand when the tax 
took effect, but at any rate the large 
Importation* in 1900 show that the tax 
had not materially affected consump¬ 
tion. Coffee, however. Is also a good 
revenue article and even less a neces¬ 
sary of life than clothing, which is very 
heavily taxed. 

The tea men have the advantage that 
the removal of the tax does not Inter¬ 
fere with the Dlngley act, which left tea 
free. This may help to overcome the 
reluctance to take up the subject of 
changing the tariff. As tea Is not pro¬ 
duced In this country’ there will be no 
question of surrendering any protec¬ 
tion. It Is true that our esteemed Sec¬ 
retary of Agriculture is looking for¬ 
ward to the tlm*\ which lie thinks Is 
not far distant, when we shall produce 
all our own t^n, and this proposition to 
withdraw' protection from an industry 
which is Indisputably an Infant Is 
somewhat Inconsistent with his the¬ 
ories. There Is also a call from Porto 
Rico for a protective duty on coffee, 
but there seems little prospect that this 
will be speedily recorded. The demand 
for the removal of the tea duty, there¬ 
fore, has some chance of being heeded, 
but It Is a curious Instance of how 
some men's views change with refer¬ 
ence to the sort of legislation that they 
think h» Indispensable to their Inter¬ 
ests. 


Plaint From Tea Importers. 

The importers of tea ask for a re¬ 
moval of the duty of ten cents a pound 
cm that commodity. This is accom¬ 
panied with the usual complaint that 
the business is suffering from the ef¬ 
fects of the existing law. If the coun¬ 
try were not accustomed to plaints of 
this sort from business Interests, which 
ere ,in the habit of saying that every¬ 
thing will go to smash unless they get 
xvha»t they ask. there would be much 
reason for surprise at this request. 
Tea was put on the dutiable list at the 
express request and earnest solicitation 
of the importer*. It was put on the 
free list In 1872 and w r as left there In all 
subsequent changes of the tariff, includ¬ 
ing that of 1897. The Wxir Revenue Dill 
of 1898 did not touch the Dlngley Bill 
exeopt In the single litem of tea. It 
wo did not have Imposed a tax upon 
that Article but for the request of the 
Importers, who are generally Interested 
In keeping the tariff down and increas¬ 
ing the free list. When they came for¬ 
ward with a request for a tax. it was 
natural that they should be heard, as 
there was no opposing interest. 

It Is a familiar experience that peo¬ 
ple who seek to have their business 
made belter by legislation are seldom of 
one mind for any considerable length of 
time. When they ask for anything 
they insist that they know their own 
business and that what they desire will 
help them and will hurt nobody else 
When they get It they very often find 
It 16 not what they wanted, or. In other 
words, does not work so welt us they 
expected. Then they ore Just as 
anus to get help to let It g© os 
the>* were in the first instance to get 
possession of it, The tea duty was ad¬ 
vocated largely for the purpose of keep¬ 
ing out cheap and unwholesome grades 
It is well known tha* a specific duty, 
•s that of ten cents a pound, operates 
moa«: effectively in excluding cheap 
grades, being much higher on them in 
proportion to value. It w*us plau*M>iy 
'-•greed that the cheap grades, could w*t 
paw the tax ahd so could not be Itn- 
jijported As the average price of Im¬ 
ported tea in 1900 was only 13V* cents a 
pound ft la not apparent from the pike 
that the tax Increased the quality of 
<he*lmports materially, but It yielded 
fs. 000,000 In revenue that year. 

^ The petitioners for a repeal of the 
duty say that the lax amounts to 80 
per cent, ud valorem, and Is oppr© 9 - 
•lv«\ The percentage seems to be some- 
Kh«t exaggerated, as the rate In 1900 
*’*'11 officially given as 73.91. Still this 
Is a very high tax, and the complaint 
«o the rattvseema well founded. But 
as nil the tea used is linport**d the 
wiible of Ihe tax on It goes Into the 
Hmasuiy. It Is. therefore, a good rev¬ 
enue article because it yields the larg¬ 
est Amount to the Treasury with a m!n- 
burden to the people. This is the 


foreign vessels, and trade from Hong 
Kong to San Francisco, or any other 
American port, Lb foreign commerce, 
ard cannot poesibly be made coasting 
trade. Should conditions change, and a 
direct time to Manila desire a monopo¬ 
ly, there might be some pressure to 
have this protected as domestic or 
coasting trade.. At present, however, 
there Is little to sacrifice by the adop¬ 
tion of the provision contained in the 
bill of Mr. Payne. It I*, besides, obvious¬ 
ly an absurdity to call It coasting (or 
domestic) trade between the Philippines 
and the United States ar.d at the same 
time collect duties In both countries on 
the goods transported. 


Relieving the Money Market. 

Nobody can blame the Secretary of 
the Treasury for anticipating the Jan¬ 
uary interest on the Government obli¬ 
gations, and buying more bonds at a 
time when there is such activity of 
trade as to make money go up to 9 and 
10 per cent, on call, as it did yester¬ 
day. The treasury has made so much 
larger collections of war taxes than ex¬ 
pected that the country Is being drained 
of the capital needed in business, and 
still there are the January dividend 
payments to be taken care of. These 
call for very large outlays, after which 
It is reasonable to expect easy money. 
London will also have abundant funds 
then, and interest rates are bound to 
fall, but the time Is not yet. What has 
already transpired show* the pcsMblJhy 
of 12 and 20 per cent, money before 
Christmas, In w r hloh event the Secretary 
might have to take still more radical 
measures to prevent a repetition of the 
never-to-be-forgotLn experience of De¬ 
cember, 1S99. when 185 per cent, was 
bid on ihe New York Stock Exchange 
without bringing out an offer. The coun¬ 
try then, a* now. tvaa In a high state 
of prosperity, but the squeeze caused 
a deplorable panic on tho exchange from 
which It took two months to recover. 

A money squeeze such as was ex¬ 
perienced yeeterday, though not very 
severe, could not hat>pen under such a 
scientific tanking system as that of 
Germany, France or England. Last 
September the Imperial Bank of Ger¬ 
many had to meet much graver reqqjre- 
mervts, and in one week increased its 
discount* $ 100 , 000,000 without advancing 
the rate over 7 per cent. To do so it 
added $$6,000,000 to Its note issues, but 
it brought Germany through without a 
panic, notwithstanding the prevalence 
of very ugly banking and industrial 
failures and the general lack of confi¬ 
dence. We have no such record as 
that to look tack to. and we never 
will have It until we get a rational and 
elastic currency system. The present 
Congress will have a good opportunity 
to bring about such a reform, but will 
It? 


Gives Up Coasting Trade. 

The bill framed by Mr. Payne to 
provide revenue for the Philippine 
Islands abandon* the attempt to hold 
that the commerce between them and 
the United States Is what Is quiled 
coasting trade, and to restrict it to the 
vessels of this country. This Is regarded 
as a necessary Incident to treating the 
Philippine* as foreign territory for rev¬ 
enue purposts. 

The difference betwreen the coasting 
trade and foreign commerce is very im¬ 
portant to th* vessels of the United 
States. By “cojsting trade" Is not 
meant, as might be inferred, trade 
along the ooaM merely. It Includes all 
trade between tw'o places In the United 
States. Under our navigation laws It 
can only be curried on in American 
vessels, while foreign commerce may 
bo carried on In either American or 
foreign ves^ls. Hence If the trade with 
Manila, for example, Is coasting trade, 
no'foreign vewl can en*?ag») in It. On 
the other hand, if It is ci^a^l ng irade, 
no duties ought to be collected, and It 
ha* not apparently ta-n deemed safe, 
*noe the decision of the Supreme Court, 
to call ft coasting trade, although a 
declaration of a similar sort W'a** mad • 
with reference to the trade of Porto 
Rico before It was taken within our 
tariff wall. 

The monopoly of the coasting trade 
is of great value to our vessels, so that 
It may be thought that they will aban¬ 
don with reluctance the advantages 
wiitch this would give them in the 
trade with tho Philippines. Inquiry 
however, develops the fact that there 
is hardly any o asilng trade to protect 
between the United States and MariJa. 
Hie prevalent practice Is to carry goods 
between Manila .and Hoc* Kon* la

Present Leaders. 


WILL GO TO WASHINGTON 


British Trade Unions Reduce Output. 

The London Times and various other 
British Journals have been much exer¬ 
cised of late over the disposition of the 
trades unions to reduce the output in 
order both to give employment to more 
men and to keep up prices of com¬ 
modities. As an example of what has 
bfen done a writer In the Times al- 
b>gt*i that bricklayer* working on a 
railway tunnel thirty years ago laid 1 ,- 
200 bricks a day. and that twenty years 
ngt> to lay 1,000 bricks was the ordinary 
dally stint. Now', a maximum of 400 
bricks Is the limit for work under 
private contractcys for private work, 
and only 330 bricks on public buildings 
for the London County Council and the 
London Schopl Board. In one case 200 
bricks were laid In a day, and In un- 
other extreme Instance a workman 
stopped at seventy bricks. The Times 
alleges that this slow practice of work¬ 
ing has become general among British 
unions, and that In shops which work 
ten hoqrs only eight hours’ work Is 
doneT with nn eight-hour day only six 
hour*, and so on. K 

The Statist of November 30 alludes to 
a curious practice that has bven taken 
up by the Welsh coal miners, which Is 
in line with the slow work Idea, but 
Is more honest. It snys the Welsh 
trade union leaders have undertaken 
to check the fall in prices by restricting 
the output, hence have Irsued orders 
for ••stop-days.*' The miners had al¬ 
ready observed five or six of these hol¬ 
idays, which meant a reduction of 700.- 
000 tons, or perhaps more. They are 
persevering in the practice, notwith¬ 
standing prices have fallen lower than 
they were when the '•stop ,, policy was 
decided on, being apparently insensible 
to the fact that the Withdrawing or so 
large a quantity of their product only 
made room for other coal without af¬ 
fecting quotations. 

The Statist la very much exercised 
over this matter, and Insists that the 
men who have been buying Welsh coal 
are now looking for cheaper market*. 
They have found these partly In the 
north of England and partly in Scot¬ 
land. but chiefly In America. 

•‘There Is not the slightest doubt.” the 
Statist pays, "that the *stap day* policy 
of the Welshmen has given American 
coal a greater pudh. not only In the 
open coaling stations but also In the 
Euiopcan coaling port*, than It ever 
had before. Forward contracts have 
been made for the delivery of Amer¬ 
ican coal at Italian. German and French 
ports that would never have been made 
had not the consumers been warned off 
from Cardiff, first by the avowed de¬ 
sign of the miners llrst to push up 
prices, and, secondly, by the probabil¬ 
ity that thl* action of the mluers will 
be followed by a strike or lock-out of 
unknown duration." 

The Statist Is doubtless right In re¬ 
gard to the "stop-day** policy, though 
It Is not so serious a threat to British 
Industry a* the reduction of the indi¬ 
vidual laborer’s exertions. Both are ee* 
rious threats to British industry and 
both are helping the United State* In 
their seizure of the world’s markets. 
Fortunately, our trade unions have not 
attempted to overcome great economic 
tendencies, either by quitting work, as 
the Welsh have done, or by wasting 
time while professedly laboring.

GIVES UP FIGHT. 


LOUISVILLE BUILDING ASSOCIA¬ 
TION MAKES ASSIGNMENT. 


Has Liabilities of About $75,000 and 
Assets To the Same Amount. 


To Vaccinate Railroad Men. 

An order to vaccinate Is to be Lsued 
to all Pennsylvania railroad employe* 
on uie LouisvUit and Indianapolis <Ji- 


Articles of assignment were filed yes¬ 
terday by the Louisville Savings, Loan 
and Building Association, with J. W. 
McMullen, who has been secretary and 
general manager, a® the assignee. The 
liabilities are placed at 870,000 or 875.000 
and the assets are given as approx¬ 
imately the same, but as about 417.000 
of the assets consist of realty, and a 
considerable amount Is In mortgages, 
allowance must be made for shrinkage 
In values. Mr. McMullen stated yes¬ 
terday that he believed the stockhold¬ 
ers would be paid practically In full. 

The association * was Incorporated 
about eleven years ago with an author¬ 
ized capital stock of 81.000,000, of which 
8800,000 was subscribed. 

“The necessity of the assignment,” 
said Mr. John C. Strother, of counsel 
for the association, and also a director, 
“Is directly attributable to the decision 
of the Court of Appeals In the Simp¬ 
son case. Since that time the associa¬ 
tion. without borrowing one cent, has 
paid to stockholders over 8600,000, and 
our object In winding up its affairs Is 
to do so at 'the earliest moment and 
with the least possible litigation.” 

The reasons given for the assign¬ 
ment In the articles are as follows; 

When as, the party of the first part (the 
Louisville Saving*, lxhui and Build ng As¬ 
sociation) has a large n«ml>rr of stock¬ 
holder:* bolding stock which constitute 
large* llabOlties against first party (and 
may owe other small debts), a large 
amount In the aggregate of which has 
matured, und il large amount of which Is 
now due and payable under notice* of 
withdrawal by stock holder*, given as pro¬ 
vided by law; nnd whereas, first party has 
on hand only a small amount of money, 
an amount sufficient to pay only a small 
part of the »t<x*k no»w due and payable, 
and Is and will be unable to pay said 
stock now or In the near future; and,

RUN DOWN BY TRAIN. 


MRS. MARY BELL ALMOST IN¬ 
STANTLY KILLED. 


Was Deaf and Walking On Southern 
Railway Track—Could Not 
Hear Warning. 


Mr. Mary Bell, fifty years of age. 
was run over and almost Instantly 
killed by Southern passenger train No. 
4 at Thirtieth street and Garland ave¬ 
nue at 8 o’clock yesterday morning. 
The train was inbound and came from 
Lexington.

L. L. Krowder, the engineer, 
saw the woman in the middle of the 
track.

body taken to Schoppenhorst Bros.’ un¬ 
dertaking establishment. 

Mrs. Bell lived with her son-in-law, 
William Longing, 2930 Garland avenue.

The 
engineer says that the accident was 
unavoidable and that the train was 
running at a speed of ten or fifteen 
miles an hour when the woman was 
run down. 


CAUSED SURPRISE. 


REPORT OF NO POISON FOUND IN 
GOODMAN’S STOMACH. 


Rathbun’s Attorney Says He Will Be 
Ready For Trial On Decem¬ 
ber 19. 


The publication In the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal that Dr. L. B. Kastenblne’s anal¬ 
ysis of the stomach and other organs 
of Charles Goodman’s body failed to re¬ 
veal any poison, supposed to have been 
administered by Newell C. Rathbun, 
who Is in Jail In Jeffersonville awaiting 
trial for murder, created surprise and 
renewed Interest in the famous case. 

Prosecutor Mayfield replies with a 
smile when questioned concerning the 
report of Dr. Kastenbltie. He Inti¬ 
mates nothing by his demeanor, but the 
belief Is growing that the analysis has 
proved at least a disappointment. Still 
Prosecutor Mayfield Insists that Rath- 
bun will be convicted. 

Coming to the point of going Into 
trlnl Horace Dunbar, one of the Attor¬ 
neys for Rathbun. stated to a reporter 
for this paper yesterday afternoon: 

”! called on Rathbun at the county 
Jail and when I informed him of the re¬ 
port in the Courier-Journal relative to 
the analysis, he said: 

” T have never entertained any un- 
i easiness on that score. I have always 
said that neither laudanum nor any 
other poison would be found. I am 
ready f«»r trial and I hope the State Is. 
The sooner we get into this thing the 
better it will suit me ’ 

“In connection with Rathbun’s con¬ 
finement in th* Clark county Jail a lit¬ 
tle story may be related, demonstrating 
the lack of sctvtiment In Rathbun. A 
ly.tnch of carnations %vas sent him by 
a woman whose idently is unknown to 
me. Rathbun’* comment was : 

“ *What do I want with flowers? A 
nice order of ham anti egga fits the 
case better.'

German Red Tape. 

If as much red tape surrounded the 
marriage relation in the United States 
as In Germany very few would care 
to approach the altar. A New Albany 
widow, Mrs. Louisa Henn, nee Sohner, 
who has been residing in Germany sev¬ 
eral months, Is apparently experiencing 
some of the hardships. 

Yesterday a law firm of New Albany 
received a communication from an at¬ 
torney of Frankfort-on-the-Main rela¬ 
tive to Mrs. Henn ’8 affairs. The letter 
was written In German, and, after It 
was translated by an accomplished 
New Albany linguist, it was found that 
the German attorney, acting under the 
law’ in effect In Prussia, required no 
end of proof to be made. First he 
asked proof of the marriage which 
was solemnized In Louisville April 18, 
1893; then proof of the death of Mr. 
Henn, which occurred In New* Albany 
February 24. 1899. These proofs have 
to be submitted to the German Consul 
for Indiana, who has his headquar¬ 
ters at Cincinnati, and that official Is 
required to forward to Germany a re¬ 
port attesting to the correctness of the 
statements given. He also asks that a 
statement be made properly attested, 
that there could be no Impediment to 
the marriage of his client on account 
of any estate that might have been 
left by the deceased husband, which 
would Interfere In anv way with the 
rights of their children, should any ex¬ 
ist. 

After the death of her husband, 
which occurred nearly three years ago. 
Mrs. Henn left for her former hom* 
In Germany, and she lias been living 
there ever since. None of her friends 
In that city has r.ny knowledge of mat¬ 
rimonial ampliations on her part.

Noted Jockey, Now In Louisville, Won §90,000 In 
Europe Last Season. 


John T. Brush’s Plan For 
Syndicate Baseball 
Comes to Au End. 

MAGNATES CHARGE BAD FAITH. 


Freedman Tries To Get Hanlon, But 
the Brooklyn People Refuse 
To Let Him Go. 


NO PRESIDENT ELECTED YET. 


N EW YORK, Dec. ll.->John T. 

Brush’s scheme for a revolution 
Of the national game Is dead. 
At th® meeting at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel to-day the National League 
magnates decided by a majority vote that 
the league was a perpetual body and did 
not cease with the expiration of the In¬ 
dianapolis agreement December 18. It 
wax decided also that no club can be ex¬ 
pelled from the league except for specified 
causes as set forth In the constitution and 
by-laws of the organisation. Thus Mr. 
Brush’s plan for syndicate baseball came 
to an end. 

The voto followed a resolution to de¬ 
clare tho league out of existence on and 
after December is. For several hours the 
matter hud been discussed and argued 
pro and con. The speeches, It Is said, 
were stormy ones. Charges of bad faith 
wer© frequently* mad© on both sides. 
Finally a vote was taken. The result, ac¬ 
cording to excellent authority, showed 
that Brooklyn. Boston. Phllodelphla and 
Chicago were against the motion. St. 
Louis voted aye, while New York and 
Cincinnati did not vote. The vote. It Is 
said, means that the National League 
Is buck where It was before the signing 
of tho Indianapolis agreement In 1891. 

An attempt was made at to-day's meet¬ 
ing to elect A. G. Spalding president. It 
was at first reported that he had been 
beaten, but this turned out to bo untrue. 
Shortly after the magnates went Into ses¬ 
sion Dreyfiiss mad© ;t motion that the 
election of officers be proceeded with. This 
was amended that A. G. Spalding be 
unanimously elected president. The hltoh 
wus doing away* with the regular order 
of business, so as to proceed with the 
election. In the regular order tho reports 
of tho Board of Directors and those of 
the various committees must be heard be¬ 
fore the election can b© proceeded with. 
When the matter w*o8 put to a voto Bos¬ 
ton, Cincinnati. St. Louis and New York 
voted for proceeding In th© regular order, 
thereby setting back Mr. Spalding's elec¬ 
tion until later. 

It is said upon good authority that at 
least five of tho clubs favor the election 
of Mr. Spalding. They are Pittsburg, 
Boston, Chicago, Brooklyn and PhUadel- 
phla. 

When the session began at 3 o’clock In 
th© afternoon those present were N. E. 
Young, president; A. H. Soden, W. H. Co- 
unnt. C. \V. D. Billings. Boston; Edward 
Hanlon. F. A. Abell, Harry von der Horst 
and Charles Ebbctts, of Brooklyn; Col. 
John I. Rogers and A. J. Reach, Philadel¬ 
phia; Andrew Freedman, New York; 
Frank D© Huns Robison, St. Louis; James 
Bart, Chicago, and John T. Brush. Cin¬ 
cinnati. 

At 8:30 o'clock to-night the league rulers 
began another session at which they lis¬ 
tened to th© report of th© Board of Di¬ 
rectors. 

A story that Hanlon will manage th© 
New York team next season was killed 
as soon us Hanlon reached th© hotel to¬ 
day. The only chance that could bring 
him to New York would be for Freedman 
to secure the consent of Ebbett. Abel! end 
V *n der Horst, the Brooklyn directors. 
All of them are on record as refusing to 
let llanlon leave Brooklyn. He 1ms an 
Iron-clad agreement with th© Brooklyn 
directors that h© will stay with them os 
long as they want nitn at a stipulated 
salary. 

Joo KeiDey. ©antaln of the Brooklyn 
t* i.m. was mentioned to-day In connec¬ 
tion. with th© management of th© New 
York Club. 

Th© New York dub to-day secured 
Matty Meintyr©, an outfielder of the 
Philadelphia American league Club, and 
L Qumland. s-hort.Hop of the Montreal 
team. Both play©*™, according to the 
dub’s secretary, have sign'd New York 
contracts. 

The meeting adjourned about midnight. 
President Voting announced that there 
was nothing for ptibUrat on. 


C ASSIUS SLOAN, expert Jockey, 
globe girdler, bon vivant. Is at 
present making Louisville hls 
homo. A brother of the more 
famous Jockey and Idol of two hem¬ 
ispheres as an expert pilot of thorough¬ 
breds. Tod Sloan, he is a “chip from tho 
same block” nnd can rtd© quite as well, 
though not so dashing as hls record will 
show. 

Sloan sold last night: “I like this town 
and l would like to engage in business 
here, and probably will If I can make 
arrangements to open up an up-to-date 
and very swell place. I would hot at¬ 
tempt anything but a first-class cafe and 
I mean business. My wife’s people Uve 
here and it looks good to me.” 

Sloan has been riding in Franc© and 
Russia this year and returned to Ameri¬ 
ca on October 28. after winning HH race* 
out of 239 mounts. This record eclipsed 
that of nl! the other Jockeys who were 
tiding In opposition to Sloan, by nearly 
fifty mounts. Jo© Plggott, an American 
Jockey, was next in order with fiftv-nlm* 
wins to hls credit, with th© English arid 
Russian Jockeys trailing along in a lower 
division. 

• • • 

Sloan wax riding for J**an d© Reazke, 
the celebrated Polish tenor and noble¬ 
man. and succeeded in winning over l»\0i© 
rubles or 130.000 during the season on th© 
Russian turf. w*hlch was nearly as much 
as W. C. Whitney won on the American 
turf. 

Sloan probably mAdo one of th© most 
successful seasons any Jockey in th© 
world ever rode, considering the material 
he had. He wqn the Russian Derby at 
Moscow, worth 33,500 rubles, or $17.6*i0; 
the Warsaw Derby of Poland, a province 
of Russia, worth 24.000 rubles or n©nrly 
312,000; and at both trucks the Imperial 
Stakes the same day ihe derbies were 
run. 

For this feat the Czar presented th© lit¬ 
tle American horseman with a watch 
valued at 3500.

than ever before. He ha* th© Jeffries 
habit of crouching, hls arms fly in and 
out, hooking and Jabbing with terrific 
force. Ho sverns to be mastering many 
points of the train©, notably reaching vi¬ 
tal spots and judging distance, and at the 
sum© time protecting himself. whips 
over with right and left, hurls hls body 
against hi* opjionent and batter* ribs and 
kidneys.

Philadelphia and 
Reading, and the West Shore, are fully

There were thirteen visiting rail¬ 
road men In Louisville yesterday, and 
several of them were candid enough to 
admit that they were covering as much 
of the country as possible before New 
Year’s Day, when, according to agree¬ 
ment between the trunk lines men¬ 
tioned. there will be no exchange of 
pass courtesies with their own or any 
other roads In the United States. 

It was reported a few days ago that 
the agreement hod been declared off, 
but this Information proves to have 
been unreliable. 

There are only two lines out of Louis¬ 
ville that have general offices here— 
the Louisville and Nashville and the 
Louisville, Henderson and St. Louis— 
and. of course, they alone, of the ten 
roads here, Issue annual passes.

May Reduce Forces. 


Mr. Rldgely Cayce, of the Hender¬ 
son route, said yesterday afternoon: 
•’As an evidence that the agreement 
between Trunk Lines to cut oft all 
passes Is effective, there has been no 
request frhm any roads In that terri¬ 
tory for the annual transportation usu¬ 
ally called for at this time of the year. 
Many lists from other roads are already 
in, and with these we will exchange 
courtesies, but, of course, as the other 
railways make no requests they will 
expect no demands from us and will 
receive none. Our road, however, will 
lose nothing Uy the.pew arrangement. 

j may prove profitable, as few of our 
officials go East, while a large num¬ 
ber of railroad men from that territory 
—east of the Mississippi and north of 
the Ohio—make frequent trips over the 
Henderson mute. Owensboro Is an at¬ 
tractive point to traveling passenger 
et i freight men. Owensboro has a big 
whisky and tobacco business, while the 
travel east from there is heavy. As the 
fellows of the trunk lines will pay reg¬ 
ular fare, we will get money for what 
we now receive nothing. The roads 
that have gone Into the agreement will 
meet this extra expense by cutting 
down their traveling forces. Take Cin¬ 
cinnati. Louisville and Indianapolis—a 
perfect triangle. 110 miles each way— 
where three men are now employed to 
drum for business. With the new or¬ 
der In effect, one man will do the work. 
Probably a lot of good men will lose 
their positions the first Of the year.”

Atkinson said: ”1 am here to hear 
Judge Evans’ decision to-morrow. If 
the Injunction against the union min¬ 
ers Is made permanent It Is probable 
that the St. Bernard company will In¬ 
stitute a similar action in the Federal 
Court.

IN THE STOCKYARDS CASE. 


HUBST’S CHILDREN MAKE OB¬ 
JECTION TO HIS WILL. 


GLASER IS INDICTED. 


Judge Miller yesterday held the re¬ 
sponse of the L. and N. to the contempt 
rule. Issued In the Injunction suit of 
the Central Stock Yards Company, to 
be Insufficient and affixed a nominal 
fine of $10. An order will be entered 
to-day In accordance with this ruling 
and the L. and N.. In accordance with 
the temporary Injunction granted by 
Judge Miller, and which Judge Bur- 
jiam. of the Court of Appeals, refused to 
dissolve, must deliver cars of live stock 
.to the Southern railway when con¬ 
signed to any persons at Central Stock 
Yard Station. 

The case was argued by Mr. J. C. 
t>odd and Mr. W. M. Smith, for the 
Central Stock Yards, and by Mr. Helm 
Bruce and Mr. C. H. Gibson, for the 
L. and N. 

A question Involving the Interstate 
commerce law arose In the case. It 
was whether live stock shipped from 
other States Into Kentucky was subject 
to orders of the State courts. 

Judge Miller decided this Inferen¬ 
tial!/. He ordered that the L. and N. 
deliver to the Southern all cars billed 
to Central Stock Yard Station. The 
point In question will come up on the 
final hearing of the case. 

Object To the Will. 

Adam Bust died November 13. He 
bad some personalty and a house and 
lot valued at $1,500. His will, after 
making some small devises, left the 
residue to his grandchildren. Edith 
Kuhl. Arthur Kuhl, Guido Kuhl and 
Oscar Kuhl, and to his step-children. 
Anna Schuehler. Minnie Schuehler, 
Louis Schuehler, Peter Schuehler, Win. 
Schuehler and Henry Harsel. Fred 
Kink qualified as executor. 

An appeal from the probating of the 
Hrlll was filed yesterday by the Kuhls.

was not of sound mind and was under 
the undue Influence of lilnk. 

The real cause of the appeal was 
show n in a second suit filed by the 
Kuhls In which they ask that a con¬ 
veyance. of the realty, above named,

*898. be set aside as being w ithout con¬ 
sideration. They state that Kink hua 
claimed that he only held the property 
ns security for a debt from Hunt, and 
the Kuhls ask for the cancellation of 
the deed or If It should be adjudged 
that Rink holds the property for a 
debt, that the conveyance operate only 
ns a mortgage. 


Denied Striking the Girl.

Miss Hardin testified that Bowman, 
after taking her home, made Improper 
proposals to her, and that when she re¬ 
sisted them, he cursed and tried to 
overpower her and finally struck her. 

Mrs. Harbin testified that she heard 
the girl call for help, and that on open¬ 
ing the door she found her lying on 
the pavement. 

The testimony of Dr. Chester Mayer 
was that Miss Harbin was seriously 
$11 after tho allege assault. 

Bowman took the -tand and admitted 
that he had made irnprope. *»roi*.8nls 
to Miss Harbin, and that he ad placed 
his arms around her, but he denied 
Striking her.

determination, unless there had been pre¬ 
vious Judicial error ng* net defendant*. 

Third—Defendant'* were entitled to have 
a Jury pas* upon the .sbu»* of damages, and 
not merely to find the value of the prop¬ 
erty at the date of the breach, and, os the 
Chancellor In submitting the Issue out of 
chancery submitted only the question of 
value, he properly set aside the verdict.

Fifth—When purchasers come Into equity 
for relief agalmst a forfeiture they must 
make the vendor* entirely whole l> for<* 
they ore entitled to a return of the for¬ 
feit money, and therefore the vendor* arc 
entitled not only to the difference, if any 
»Hlwe*n the value fixed by the contract 
and the fair market value at the date 
the contract wo* broken, but also to their 
reasonable cost* and expen*es, Including 
commK-drnr*. If any, actually paid to real 
estate agents for effecting the sale but 
they are not ont tied in any event dam¬ 
age beyond the penalty nnmed j n the 
contract.

Is preparing for a big business now that t h«y 
emp Is beginning <«. move freely. It 1* affo 
steadily reducing Its fixed charges and 1* han¬ 
dling tt* trade In an economical and sclentlflo 
manner. In addition to savings which are put 
by some aa high aa $30,000 a year It ha* the 
opportunity to save about $10,000 to $t2.C<00 by 
employing Its own Inspectors. The old In¬ 
spectors under the fee system got 20 cents a 
hogshead, and some hogsheads are Inspected 
and sampled two or three times. Any good 
warehouse would be able to make Us Inspec¬ 
tions more satisfactory to both buyers and sell¬ 
ers than the present system, and at fair sal¬ 
aries the saving would be very large. The 
present management of the l^oulsvllle Company 
Is cutting off all useless expenses and seems 
likely to withdraw from the exchange.

Thirteenth and Market streets, died sud¬ 
denly of heart disease at 6:20 o'clock 
yesterday morning.

ARMY POST COMMITTEE RE¬ 
PORTS AND RECOMMENDS. 


Bureau of Seven To Be Appointed To 
Look For a Site of 20.000 
Acres In Kentucky. 


Chairman Lngan C. Murray, of the 
Board of Trade Army Post Committed, 
reported yesterday to the Board of 
Trade directors the result of the visit 
of his committee to Washington re¬ 
cently. and the information the com¬ 
mittee had received from the Secretary 
of War as to the requirements of the 
Government In the selection of a site. 

After the report had been read a reso¬ 
lution was adopted pledging the Board 
of Trade to undertake the work of 
selecting and calling lo the attention of 
the Government a suitable s.te for a 
gresut army poet in Kentucky, such site 
or body of land to include not lese than 
20,000 acres, 

• • • 

The Committee’s Report. 


Mr. Murray's report in full was as 
follows: 

To the Buard of Directors of the Louis¬ 
ville Board of Trade, lour committee begs 
to report tlint It visited Wash ngtuti Upon 
an Inv.ration tr» mett the Board of Army 
Officers appointed for the selection of 
army bites and other purposes, and the 
time wa* Used for December 4 at 11 
o’clock. 

The day previous, however, the Secreta¬ 
ry of War had issued an order to the 
boar -1 not to hear any arguments on that 
question, of which fact we were not ad¬ 
vised until reaching Washington. Your 
rotundttee then repaired to the office of 
the Secretary of War and had an nter- 
View w'.tb him. He Invited this committee 
to meet him at 2:80 o’clock that afternoon. 

The argument was mode by Mr. Thomas 
W. Bullitt as to the feasibility and the de- 
airuhtUty of locating one of the army post* 
at the Kalis of the Ohio river. There, how¬ 
ever, was known to the committee about 
GOO acres, nil things cona.dered, most de¬ 
sirable. The Secretary of War then in¬ 
formed the committee, after hearing the 
argument, that not les* than 30,0.0 acres 
would be required for the purposes of the 
Government. 

• • • 

Four Big Posts. 


It waa Intended that four of such po#t« 
Were to be established In the United 
States, and that on© would likely go to tn* 
Pacific coast, one to the Eastern coast and 
one to the far South, and the other mignt 
possibly be located In the central portion 
of the country. 

Your committee, finding that such n 
large body of land would be required, ask¬ 
ed that this Board of Trad© be given time 
to point out. In the State of Kentucky, 
such an available piece of land, which. It 
assured the Secretary, might he had at a 
figure which would he acceptable to the 
Government, with all of the requisites for 
mobilising and concentrating an army, 
and. In the language of the Secretary, 
•‘where room for the muneuverlngs and 
campaigns of an army can be had and for 
the Instructions of the National Guard." 

The Secretary of War accepted this 
tender of the services of the Louisville 
Board of Trade cordially, to aid In locat¬ 
ing one of these camps. If land could be 
found In Kentucky, and found to be In 
every respect desirable; whereupon the 
committee withdrew, with no positive as¬ 
surance that a post would be located In 
the Central States, but that h«* would 
send army officers lo examine the loca¬ 
tion. If this Board of Trade could point 
out such as it might recommend as desir¬ 
able. 

• • • 

The Recommendation. 


Generals of the Catholic diocese of Lou* 
lavllle. a Monsignor and honorary mem- 
Der of the Pope's household, and the 
personal friend of some of the most 
notable men in the Catholic Church and 
pastor of one of the largest English- 
speaking cook rcg;ttions in the city. 

The dead priest was a native of Ire¬ 
land. He was born in Waterford, sixty- 
f«>ur years ago. He came to the United 
States when a boy. and wiw sent to Mi. 
St. Mary’s College. Emmettsburg. Md.. 
when a young man. The college was 
one of the foremost sectarian Institu¬ 
tions In the country, and the young 
man early displayed a brilliant intel¬ 
lect. 

He was graduated and ordained a 
prleat about thirty years ago Through¬ 
out his career at college he displayed a 
remarkable aptitude for mathematics, 
and after he WIS graduated he was 
made a professor in th* institution. 
Mathematics was his branch, and he 
taught It for several years. 

About twenty years ago he came to 
Kentucky. Bishop McCloakey was hi* 
personal friend, and he came lo serve 
under him. For * short time he did 
missionary work, and was afterward 
sent to Owensboro. Th» re he built St. 
Paul's church and quickly became pop¬ 
ular with lilt* congregation. When he 
was ordered to Louisville his parishion¬ 
ers parted with him with regret.

Rector For Eight Years.

He received his appointment ns rector 
of St. Patrick’s church about eight 
years ago. He succeeded Father Uw- 
lev, who was one of the moed popular 
priests in the city. Father Gambon 
found the church in debt. Through hl« 
ministerial career he displayed wonder¬ 
ful business ability, and he raised the 
church debt in a short time. Bishop i 
McCloskey recognized his ability and i 
made him Chancellor and one of the | 
Vicar General? of his diocese. This , 
tvas five years ago, and Immediately ( 
after Father Gambon went to Romv

Now thla committee recommends that 
this Board of Directors now install *.

in Kentucky, and that such bureau in¬ 
form llfltlf of a suitable location, not far 
from a railroad or railroads, nbumlunco 
of water, healthy soil, portly level 
ground, with proper drainage, etc., for 
the encampment of on army, which, when 
located, and which could be pur¬ 
chased by the Government at a low price, 
the Secretary of War should lx- so ad¬ 
vised, that he may send members of his 
Board of Army Officers to examine the 
alto, and that means be promot'd through 
representative men In certain counties 
through the State conducive to the proper 
selection and location of one of the army 
posts In some county of Kentucky.

Death From Heart Disease. 

The Coroner’s verdict was death from 
heart disease. These who knew him 
best say that hard work when his con¬ 
stitution was In a weakened condition 
superinduced It. He was 111 of the grip 
almost a week. Several years ago he 
suffered from an attack of the same 
disease, and It left him in an enfeebled 
condition. This year the attack was not 
tty severe, and his friends and the serv¬ 
ants of his household believed he would 
soon be well. They advised him to be 
cautious, and not to overtax hla 
strength.. They asked him to call In a 
physician. but he treated their fears 
lightly and continued to attend to his 
parochial duties. His assistant, the Rev. 
V. J. Kelleber, was ill at Sts. Mary and 
Elisabeth Hospital, and the combined 
duties fell u*x>n the priest. 

For years Father Gambon’e rising 
hour was 5 o'clock, and he arose at the 
usual hour yesterday morning. He 
walked to the church to say his "office” 
and pray until the hour for mass. He 
remained in the church for an hour, and 
it waa a few minutes before 6:30 o'clock 
when he returned to his room. He 
complained of pains about the heart, 
and S 3 Id that he believed he would rest 
for a few minutes. He sat down In an 
arm chair, and never arose. The alarm 
was given, and in a few minutes hun¬ 
dreds of the parishioners knew that 

their beloved priest was dead. 

• • • 

Bishop McCloskey Notified. 

Before half an hour had passed 
Bishop McCloskey was aware that one 
of the most faithful priests In his dio¬ 
cese and his warm personal friend was 
dead. Then began a steady stream of 
callers to The priest’s home. The body 
w-a* quickly prepared, and the surplice 
of purple, his by right of being a tn<»n- 
slgnor of the Pope’s household, was 
placed upon him. All day long those 
who loved and admired him continued 
to call. The body was placed in the 
front room of the vicarage, and at times 
the room was barely huge enough to 
admit those who wished to pay their 
token of respect. _ . . . 

The congregation of Bt. Patrick s 
church I* one of Che largest in the city. 
Father Gambon had 1 ng been Its pas¬ 
tor. and he had Ingratiated him»*1f Into 
their hearts as no man before him had 
done. There were many pitiful scenes 
In the little parlor. Women and men 
wept as they gaztd upon the features of 
their dead stiepbcfd. Many children 
called. He was always thrdr friend, and 
they, In turn, gave him their full af- 
feotlon And there were many 
Protestants among thv callers. Father 
Gambon held his Christianity above his 
church and won the admiration of all. 

• • • 

Body Taken To Church. 


The Pope then conferred the title of 
Monsignor, honorary member of the 
Pope's household. Father Gambon made 
his second trip to Rome In May, 1W0. 
There was a rumor that he would be 
appointed Auxiliary Bishop to assist 
Bishop McCloskey in his duties. The 
rumor wtw not dispelled until the 
father’s return, three months later, 
when he emphatically dented It. 

Father Gambon was a busy man. The 
duties of his church were arduous, yet 
he found time t * visit the members of 
his church. He alcv> spent much time 
in the school room He was fond of 
children, and their education was an Im- 
port&nt question With him. He taught 
the advanced pupils higher mathemat¬ 
ic?.. 

Father Gambon’s nenrejt relative was 
Father Patrick Hannagan. of Philadel¬ 
phia. He was notified by telegraph, 
and probably left for Louisville at once. 

The funeral services will be held at 
St. Patrick’s church at 9 o'clock to-mor¬ 
row morning. Bishop McCloskey will 
sing pontifical requiem mass. He will 
be assisted by the Very' Rev.* Michael 
Bouchet. Vicar General of the Louis¬ 
ville diocese; Father Bernard Wester- 
rtiann. pastor of ihe Church of the Im¬ 
maculate Conception; th» Ri. Rev. Mgr. 
Francis Zabler, rector of St. Martin's 
church, and other Catholic priest?.

Although MaJ. Ruffner. who succeeds 
Capt. SI beet, has never been connected 
with the improvement of the Ohio riv¬ 
er near Louisville before, he is not by 
nny means a si ranger to Louisville. On 
the contrary. MaJ. Ruffner is a native 
of the city. Fifty years ago his father. 
Lcw'ls Ruffner, of the firm of Ruffner. 
Ponally & Co., salt manufacturers, and 
supplying pretty much all the West 
with «alt from the Kaniwha valley, 
lived in Ixmlsvllle. at the corner of 
Third and Walnut. The family lived 
there until after the financial troubles 
of 1 $ 57 , when the home was sold, and 
Mr. Ruffner took his family to the 
Kanawha valley, his plice of manufac¬ 
ture.
